A RANCHER ON STOCK TOPICS, 


We have receive: « somewhat lengthy 
eemmunication trom a gentleman inte- 
rested in the growing business of cattle 
exporting from Aiberta to England. He 
describes ina very interesting way the 
Present position of the live stock 
question, We apend extracts :— 

“England insists upon treating Caneda 
ae it does Ireland, viz; As an isolaved 
oountry that exports cate, One vase ot 
infectious disease in Ireland, and the 
ports are ciosed (as they are now) ayainst 
all live caitle from that country, This 
too is the case with the United States 
cattle now Ali animals have to be 
slaughtered in quarantine within twenty 
four hours of landing. Canadian cattle 
alone are now ailowed the privilege 
(should they strike a falling or giutted 
market) ol recruiting their travel worn 
frames on the succulent pastures of Kng- 
jand, until such time as they can be 
marketed to advantage. This precios 
Privilege to Cunadians is estimated w 
be worth $15 head, a sort of preler- 
ential duty in their favor. It is there- 
fore obvious that the owner of a Montava 
steer could well afford to bring it over 
the lines into Canada, and pay the ex- 
pense of quarantine and the duty, some- 
thing under $10, avd yet be able to get it 
all back, and wore also, by the enhanced 
price they would receive for their arrival 
when warketed, branded with the Ca- 
Madian Hall wark.

POLICE PAY, 


Some of the American papers are 
devoting their attention to the question 
of police protection, aud are publishing 
some statistics as to pay etc., which 
forcibly brings to the notice of the 
reader the tact that the Calgary police 
force is greatly underpaid. It would be 
of course the height of absurdity to pre- 
tend for one moment to compare the 
duties of the chief of the sinall Galgary 
force with those of chiefs whose cow- 
mands number hundreds of men, aa with 
the chiefs of the New York or Chicayo 
forces for instance. Still however the 
high pay received by these officials re- 
minds us forcibly of the great im- 
portance of the duues performed in the 
preservation of the public peace. To 
give our readers an idea of the value 
the cities of the continent place upon the 
services of their guardians of the peace 
the rates of pay of sume of the principal 
police iorces will be interesting. We

New York police force, commissioners 
perannum, $6,000; chief, per annum, 
6,000; inspector, 3,500; captains, 2,750; 
sergeants, 1,600; policemen, (eight hours 
duty on street.)

Of course Calgary is a very small town 
compared with mest of those to wdich 
reference ts here made, and it would be 
impossible to take these schedules of 
pay asacirect basis on which to estab- 
lish a rate for this town, except p: rhaps 
in the case of patrolmen, Ibe duties of 
patrolmen are pretty nearly the same in 
Calgury as they would be in New York 
and Chicago and it will be seen at once 
that Calgary is very stingy with ite 
policemen when it 1s remembered that 
patroluen here only receive $660 4 
year. Even our chief gets only $7-0 a 
year, or less than the ordinary policemen 
in epy American city. Our worthy 
chief is certainly deserving of a much 
higher salary. Whiie the New York 
patrolmen, who draws $1,200 a year pay, 
has enly eight hours duty out of the 
twenty four, the chief of the Calgary 
police is on duty all the time. He does 
duty on the streets for fifteen hours each 
day and during the remaining nine hours 
can be found at the police station doing 
duty as guardian When the great re- 
sponsibility resting on his shoulders is 
considered in connection with the 
arduous nature of his duties, 1t mnst be 
admitted that the chief receives a very 
shabby pittance in return for his duties 
The town imposes a great responsibility 
and heavy duties upon him, and should 
in turn allow hima fair remuneration, 
In such matters as this it is absurd tor 
the town to attempt to practice too 
much economy. It is to be hoped that 
the new council will give this matter 
their earliest consideration,
